4. I am providing the attached photographs for the purpose of showing the 
difference between a single or half coil reactor similar to those employed in 
Howry and Kaestner referenced in the Final Rejection and the reduced volume 
heat exchanger of this Patent Application. 



I declare that comparison of the two systems illustrated in the attached photographs 
showed that the single or half coil reactor of Howdry and Kaesner required about 49 litres 
of temperature control fluid -Miereas the heat exchanger of this Patent Application 
required about 8.5 litres for comparable temperature control I further declare that the 
response time to changes in reaction temperature was considerably fester when 
employing the heat exchanger of this Patent Application ,
